Comerchero critical 
of Marxist influence

English Professor Victor 
Comercheo warned that the 
United States is in “mortal danger 
from the “pervasive and relentiess 
influence of Marxist. communist 
philosophy, in a speech before an 
attentive 125 on - joo’ ars Wednes 
day 

Comercheo lamented _ that 
‘Marxism is judged by its as 
pirations, and capitalism by its 
results,” and that this “relentiess 
and “hypocritical” doubie stan 
dard unfairly subjects the US to 


judgements under excessively 
utopian standards 
“We have got to have the 


courage to say we have the rigfitto 
survive, flawed and asimpertect as 
we are. and stop this destructive 
empathy, which has gotten to the 


point that we are utterly seif 
lacerating 

He argued that the ‘self 
laceration is the reason ‘this 
country is desintegrating,” and 
that the source of the ‘seif 
laceration, anti - American com 
mumst Marxist ideology, has 
become orthodox in American 


universities and ine media 

Comerchero, one of CSUS 
leading ariti - Vietnam activists in 
the 60s, assailed the Marxist 
‘villainization” as “deeply inter 
nalized into our consciousness 
and “disguised in a lot of subtie 
ways 

Comerchero explained the 
psychology of the “anti - American 
left’ as essentially “psychopathic 


He said the “increasing unhap 
piness” and “lonely privatism’ of 
those “who tune out information 


that doesn't fit’ often degenerates 
into extremism and psychopathic 
tendencies, with the individual 
filled with self hatred,” despising 
love and kindness aS weakness 
and driven by “general limitiess 
aggression 

He assailed the “new anti 
Americanism as hate mas 
querading as truth or love 

He finished his 40 minute 
speech with some observations on 
“de-legitimacy, or the denial of 
basic legitimacy of the American 
society He contended that “social 
decay” is taking place in many 
institutions, such as schools 
courts, and political bodies, mos 
tly, he said, because of the 
“dominance of communist inter 
pretations which make it appear

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Troubleshooting? 


Losses are investigated

The Hornet Foundation is 
troubleshooting a $32,628 loss to 
the cash operations portion of its 
food service in an effort to discover 
why money is lost from the three 
food units of the Food Services 
Building, called Central Food Ser- 
vices 

That joss became a bone of 
contention earlier this semester 
when the Residence Hall As- 
sociation claimed an $84 325 profit 
from the dorm dining commons 
was being used to offset the loss 
for the period ending June 30 
1979 

Hornet Foundation Executive 
Director Dale Brostrom told the 
State Hornet the reason the cash 
operations end of the budget lost 
to much money was that it was a 

labor intensive facility, requiring 
more labor to produce and seil a 
product than it should 

Food is being handied more 
times than it should in the process 
of production to consumption 
Brostrom said “Every time you run 
it through a pair of hands, youre 
adding to the cost 

The cash operations budget is 
comprised of food units of the 
University Union that are ac 
counted for separately from the 
other food units incredibie 
Edibles, North Dining Room and 
the Pub of the Food Services 


Building. Separate accounts of the 
two entities shows the University 
Union operation gained last year 
while the Central Food Service of 
the Food Services building lost 
money, according to Brostrom 

Of the three food units of Cen- 
tral Food Services, the buffet room 
called Incredible Edibles and the 
North Dining Room, replaced as a 
boarding operation by the dining 
commons in 1975, are iosing 
money, According to Brostrom 
the Pub is currently breaking even 
even though 't usually loses money 
On a year - round basis 

The Hornet Foundation has dif- 
ficulty providing the campus with 
food service at a profit in the Cen- 
trai Food Service for a variety of 
reasons. In addition to the 
weaknesses of the facility itself 
the Foundation is fighting inflation 
as well as losses due to theft and 
breakage, etc 

One probiem encountered is in 
buying food for the Central Food 
Service A lack of warehouse and 
freezer space. prevents the service 
from purchasing food in quantities 
large enough to beat inflation 

Recently Central Food Service 
discovered it could buy a large 
Quantity of cheese betore the price 
would be raised 12 cents a pound 

if we had the capacity to store 

the volume of cheese we use here 
said Food Service Director Russ 
Leverenz, ‘we could go out this 


week and buy a substantial pur 





CSUS student rebels, 
expulsion considered

After two years of repeated 
aitercations with campus ad 


ministrators, police and members 
of the ‘isabied student services 
program, CSUS student Vernon 
McMicken barricaded himself in 
his dorm room Tuesday. Aprii 1 
Because of this. McMicken is 
currently going through expulsion 
hearings, filed by Dean of Students 
Tim Comstock 

It took approximately three 
and - a half hours for ad 
ministrators, state and carpus 
police and firefighters to remove 
him from his room in Foley Hall 
according to Comstock 

Bill Edmondson, from the 
resources for independent living 
association, a state organization 
founded to help the disabled 
calied Comstock at approximately 
9 a.m. on April 1 to warn him that 
McMicken had threatened to biow 
up the dorm if the media did not ar 
rive immediately to interview him 
Comstock said 

“He claimed that he had 
gasoline, matches and a handgun 
| would've taken bets that he didn't 
have those things. and made a iot 
of money, but | had a responsibility 
fo the campus. So there were 
about six or seven state poiice 
four or five of our own, an assem 
biyman, the fire department and a 
psychiatrist out there trying to get 
him out.” Comstock said 

At about 12:30 pm. McMicken 
was handcuffed and taken to Sac 
ramento Medical Center for obser- 
vation, and no weapons or 
gasoline were discovered in his 
room, Comstock said 

McMicken said that he never 
threatened to destroy the dorm “| 
was talking to Edmondson about 
my discrimination problem and 
said that if peopie who biow up 
buildings and kill people can go to 
ciass, why can't |? | just said that | 
was going to have a sit - in in m 
room over the break and wait for 
the reporters to show up | even 
opened my window to show them i 
had no gasoline or guns, but they 
didn't believe me." McMicken said 

This “last - stand” episode in the 
dorm was the final biow in a series 
of fights with the administration 
the Disabled Student Services 
Center and campus police 
Comstock said. and prompted 
McMicken's eviction from Foley

We ve tried to help him, but his 
benavior is totally inappropriate 
Sonntag explained ‘it's counter 
productive to what he needs and 
wants We have spent so many 
hours trying to appease him, and

paid. its very expensive, and un 
productive, she added 
McMicken aiso ciaimed 


Sonntag received federal funds for 
shuttie services which were later 
denied to him “She got federal 
money because | was receiving 
services, but in the last four 
semesters, | had those ser. ices 
revoked,” McMicken said 
Sonntag responded to the 
charge by saying, “That's wrong 
because he still received services 
he just wasn't allowed on the cart 
But we paid for his attendant and 
for the special large wheeichair 


McMicken claims he is being 
Giscriminated against because 
others have decided he will never 
finish coliege. “Pat Sonntag told 
my mother that my being here is a 
waste of time. She said, Vernon 
will never compiete college or hold 
a job, " McMicken said 

Sonntag said she made a 
statement to McMicken's mother 
‘| think he'd have problems finding 
employment in his chosen fieid 
teaching But that was in response 
to a direct question about what my 
opinion was, she said 


| speculate he might have done 
it because he needed attention. 
said Foley resident Sianiey Eng 
Eng said he received a knock at the 
door at 11 am. April 1 and 
McMicken asked him to evacuate 
the building because someone had 
threatened to burn up the hail 
When asked about the recent 
eviction from the dorms, Eng said 
Maybe he can get better 
treatment elsewhere A lot of times 
he brought it on himself. This is not 
an isolated incident 
Other dorm residents staying in 
Foley over the break said 
MeMicken bothered others, but 
was often provoked. Many said 
others would provoke him to test 
his reactions 
Kathleen Smith, Foley Hall head 
resident, expressed regret that 
McMicken had been evicted from 
the hail. "| wasn't here at the time of 
the incident He would listen to me. 
| think | Could have talked him out 
of it,” she said.

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Gibson vetoes recommendations

$47,000 from ASi and $100,000 
from IRA, if that allocation is ap- 


proved by the Chancellor's office 


“The Stinger Foundation,” Gib- 
son added, referring to the foun- 
dation which was recently es- 
tablished to aid in funding athletic 
programs, “is not totally on its feet 
yet and athietics needs as much as 
possible from us right now. The 
$1,000 just barely enables us to 
like | say, balance off the other 
programs in my mind.” 

Off - Campus Housing was 
proposed to be aliocated $5,200, 
nearly $20,000 less than the re- 
quest. Gibson does not suggest a 
cut in that program, noting that 
housing is a basic need. However 
he does suggest that if money is 
contributed to the program from 
Student Affairs and the University 
that a corresponding amount be 
taken out of the AS! allocation and 
be put into the contingency 
budget 

Gibson said the chances of get- 
ting university funding for the 
housing program were “50 - 50” 
“but | sure as heck think they 
should. | think the university can 
afford $5,000 to help out that 
e program especially when you talk 


about a budget on a university 
campus of this size of something 
on the order of $50 million 
"Student Affairs, | think, is 
something on the order of $2.8 
miitiori,” Gibson said. “! think they 
can find $5,000 to heip out.” 
Gibson added that Dean of 
Students Tim Comstock's budget 
committee will discuss whether or 
not to fund the program on Mon 
day 
Gibson proposed increases in 
two programs over the proposed 
senate allocation Kids - on - 
Kampus and the State Hornet. The 
proposed allocation to the Hornet 
was $3,000. The IRA suggested 
allocation to the Hornet is $25,000 
Gibson suggests a figure of 
$7.000 for the paper but adds that 
there should be a meeting between 
the Hornet staff and the senate to 
arrive at a “realistic figure.” 
“Three thousand dollars is an 
increase Over what they had last 
year,” Gibson noted. “There's a 
new variable — that is the full - time 
ad manager, which | think is 
definitely needed That new 
variable, | don't know that they (the 
senate) had a good handie on what 
that meant. We discussed it in the 
IRA committee when we made the 
allocation there 


“We haven't as yet gotten a 
complete picture of, or even a pro 
jection of what that ad manager is 
going to be able to do for the 
Hornet,” Gibson continued 

Saying he wants the newspaper 
to operate and be effective next 
year Gibson argued, ‘So whatever 
amount of money it takes, within 
reason, we will do that. Andi don't 
think $3,000 is enough of an in- 
crease, because costs have gone 
up too much 

Gibson said increasing costs is 
a probiem for ali ASI programs 
noting they have ‘dynamic costs 
and a Static budget” 


Gibson's other suggestions 
were a $1,000 cut in the proposed 
Program Board budget bringing it 
to $41,000. a $2.000 cut in the 
proposed Activities Finance 
Council budget cutting it back 
to last year's funding of $20,000 
and a $380 increase in the Kids - on 

Kampus program which would 
give it the full amount of the re 
quested $480 

Gibson said he did not request 
funding for the ink Machine, which 
the ASI did not fund, because it is 
not ‘cost effective continually 
running deficits and (projected 
revenues are often overstated ' 


Gibson also said the service

The attempt failed to 
generate support 


During the past few seasons the basketbali squad 
has worn warm - up jackets with emblems of the 
Capitol dome on the back Heron denies, however 
that his creation was a direct protest of the univer 
sity’s mascot. He said he wanted a symbol which 
properly identified his teams as collegiate represen 
tatives from the capitol of the nations most 
populated state. “When | think of Humboldt State, | 
think of Lumberjacks. When | think of UC Davis, | 
think of Aggies. When | think of Sacramento, | dont 
think of Hornets. | think of the capitol and of the nis- 
tory of this region. | think a mascot like the Goiden 
Nuggets would be much more appropriate This 
university is undergoing positive changes in its 
athletic program and a change in the mascot would 
be a step in the direction our image is moving 

A straw poll of CSUS dorm residents by the State 
Hornet indicated that students mascot 
change by a more than two to one margin A total of 
50 out of 72 students surveyed were opposed to the 
current athletic symbol! of good iuck.

His arsenal included gas gun., smokescreens 
and Black Beauty, the fastest car on earth. Kato, the 
Green Hornet's faithful Pilipino valet, master 
chemist and possessor of ancient oriental defense 
techniques was the only character that knew his 
master’s true identity as the flamboyant owner of the 
Daily Sentinel in Washington DC 


The “Green Hornet” was adapted into an ABC 
television series in 1966 starring Van Williams and 
Bruce Lee. The show lasted only 10 months 


The name, however, lives on at CSUS. Briggs said 
that during the assembly 43 years ago, green was 
dropped from the original mascot suggestion and 
coupled with gold as the schooi colors. He added 
that Hornets gained a unanimous vote for the 
students.

Like the surgeon general s war- 
ning (‘smoking is dangerous to 
health’), the professors 
caution Chronic exposure to 
tobacco smoke in the work en- 
vironment is deleterious to the non 

smoker 

The worst are smokers who 
have as much congideration for 
non - smokers as a Drahma bull in 
heat has for daisies: they do as 
they please and never mind 
anyone else 

A man smoking in a grocery 
store, dashing a bit of his ashes 
onto the romaine lettuce, was 
politely asked by another shopper 
to put out the offending burner 
(Smoking is prohibited in grocery 
stores, but the ordinance is rarely 
(enforced.) The smoker res- 
ponded by flashing his middie 
finger at the man and requesting 
he perform the biological im- 
possibility suggested by the ges- 
ture.
